with jury selection.

Prosecuting 
Attorney Jam es 
Moore 
elim inated six of the 


panel and the other 12 were 
elim inated 
by

defense 
counsel. 
The defendant displayed little 
emotion 
as 
Judge 
M arshall 
Craig read the jury's verdict. He 
also was calm during the entire 
proceeding, 
Moore s case was built around 
several pieces of evidence which 
he 
ad m itte d 
w ere 
c ir ­ 
cum stantial. f ie told the jury 
that although no direct evidence 
had been presented, the cir­ 
cum stantial evidence, taken as 
a whole, was sufficient to return 
a verdict of m urder in the first 
degree, which he asked for in a 
loud and semi-angry tone of 
voice 
during 
his 
closing 
rem arks. 
G rant’s 
attorney 
rem ained 
soft-spoken during his closing 
rem arks as he methodically 


attem pted to refute each piece 
of evidence.

The courtroom was silent as 
the jury examined photographs 
of the victim ’s boidy and the 
bedroom where it was found. 
Another hush fell over the 
courtroom as Mrs. Sue G ard­ 
ner— who discovered the body 
of her friend of 20 years — 
quietly gave her testimony. Mrs.

posure until Moore held up the 


blood-spattered lam p found in 
Mrs. Johnson's home and asked 
her if she recognized it. 
The complexity of the case 
was heightened by the fact that 
an aqutopsy on the body, per­ 
formed by Dr. Robert Ahlvin, 
failed to establish an exact time 
of death.

Dr Ahlvin testified that in his 
opinion either the head injuries 
sustained by the victim or one of 
four stab wounds fh her chest 
would have been sufficient in 
itself to cause death. He stated 
further that the presence of 
sperm in the vaginal fluids in­ 
dicated a recent act of sexual 
intercourse 


Much of the testimony given 
by witnesses for the prosecution 
was highly technical Dr Robert 
Briner, director of the Southeast 
Missouri Crime Laboratory at 
Cape G irardeau, testified that 
the bloodstains on the towel 
found in G rant’s room were type 
B — the sam e as the victim s 
blood type. Briner also said the 
stains on clothing worn by Grant 
the night of July 7 were of blood 
type B and, in his opinion, could 
not have come from Jam es 
Grant, who testified that he has 
type A blood 
Detective Sgt Dan H intonand 
Detective Lt. Jack Patterson of 
the Sikeston Police D epartm ent 
testified that G rant had told 
them the stains on his clothing 
were rust. 
According to testimony. G rant 
later told police the stains w ere 


from a fight he had with his 
brother. Bonny Grant, the night 
of July 7 and were his own blood. 
Defense witnesses testified that 
there was such a fight and that 
the defendant bled from the lip 
as a result of it. 
Briner further said that a 
foreign hair found on the vic- 
tom ’s thigh cam e from a dark­ 
haired person w ith type A blood 
and was sim ilar to G rant’s pubic 
hair Briner said the hair was 
“ consistent with’’ pubic hair, 
but when questioned by the 
defense adm itted that one of the 
reasons he drew this conclusion 
was that the hair was found on

Cardoza recently held plant- care sem inars for employes of the 
hotel Here are h is1 gardener’s dozen" of helpful hint.*: 
1. When purchasing a foliage plant, m ake sure it >s not tall and 
spindly Also make sure it is not rootbound or has roots sticking out. 
Think about where you will place it in your house 
2. Don’t overw ater your plants. When you get a plant home, place 
it in a sink or bathtub. W ater it well, wash it off and let it drain. Then. 
take the plant out ; don’t let it sit in w ater overnight. 
3. It takes about one to two weeks for a plant to adjust to its new 
environment Put it in a cool location for a couple of day’s Buy plants 
on days when the tem perature is warm . If it s cold outside and the 
plant is taken from a warm room into the cold, and back to warm, it 
will go into shock 
4 lf a leaf turns yellow, let it fall off by itself so the plant can seal and 
so that diseases and bugs cannot get inside 
5 Too much w ater, too little w ater or a dark location will cause 
plant leaves to turn yellow 
6 A plant is in fatal shock if green leaves drop There is nothing 
you can do if this happens, so you might as well throw the plant 
away.

A pro-British Tory of the pe­ 
riod, Judge Peter Oliver, writ­ 
ing at the close of the war, 
blamed it on a “ black regi­ 
ment” in colonial forces — the 
dark-suited clergy. 
“ As to their pulpits, many of 
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clergy, bound by a pledge of 
loyalty to the king, opposed the 
war, as did some members in 
the middle colonies. 
Among the smaller groups, 
the Quakers and the then few 
Methodists tended to be anti­ 
war. Jews favored it; Catholics 
generally were sympathetic; 
Lutherans mainly held aloof 
from civil strife, but included 
elements of strong support. 
O v e r a l l , the heavy pre­ 
ponderance of churches sup­ 
ported the cause. 
“ The position of the churches 
in the American Revolution is 
the thing that set it apart from 
most of the revolutions the 
world has known,” says histo­ 
rian Charles Forcey. For in­ 
stance, the subsequent French 
Revolution of 1789 was anticle­ 
rical and toppled into dictator­ 
ship. 
American thinking in those 
days was nurtured in principles 
of free inquiry, the primacy of 
the individual, open criticism 
and challenges to authority, in 
the ideas of British poet John 
Milton and philosopher John 
Locke, who had a vastly strong­ 
er following in America than in 
England.

The medal is available in 
sm alle r sizes and in silver, 
go ld -p lated bro n ze and 
bronze. Prices range from 
$5 to $ 1,000, 
All revenues will be used 
to su p p o rt national, state 
and community Bicentenni­ 
al activities.

B ic e n te n n ia l a c tiv itie s ,” 


Warner explained. “ It is the 
official commemorative of 
the Bicentennial and will be 
directly used to support the 
celebration. At a tune when 
the overcommercialization 
of this celebration has been 
a tta c k e d by m any, th is 
m edal stands as a tangible 
symbol to citizens who w ant 
to rem em b er our 200th 
birthday and help fund its 
c e le b ra tio n s at the same 
time.” 
" In a d d itio n ,” Warner 
c o n tin u e d , “ the medal is 
available in a wide range of 
prices and sizes in order to 
give every A m e ric a n the 
opportunity to afford this 
v a lu a b le in v e stm e n t in 
A m e r i c a ’ s past and its 
future.” 
Frank Gasparro, chief en­ 
graver at the U.S. M in t, 
designed the medal.
